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And whereas it frequently happens, throughout the United 
Kingdom, that Perfons having ftolen or otherwife felonioufly 
taken away Money, Cattle, Goods, or other Effedls, in one 
Part of the Kingdom, carry the fame into fome other Part of the 
Kingdom, and there have the faid Money, Cattle, Goods, or other 
Effects, in their Pofleffion or Cuftody ; and Doubts have been en- 
tertained whether they could be indicted and tried in that Part of 
the United Kingdom where fuch Offenders have the laid Money, 
Cattle, Goods, and other Effects, in their Pofleffion or Cuftody, as 
the original Offence was not there committed ; BE it therefore 
further Enadted, That from and after the ' if any Per- 

son or Perfons having ftolen or otherwife felonioufly taken Money, 
Cattle, Goods, or other Effedls, in any Part of the United King- 14 
dom, lhall afterwards have the fame Money, Goods, Chattels, or 
other Effedts, or any Part, thereof, in his, her, or their Pofleffion 
or Cuftody, in any other Part of the United Kingdom, it lhall and 
may be lawful to indidt, try, and punifh fuch Perlon or Perfons, 
for Theft or Larceny, in that Part of the United Kingdom where 
he, Ihe, or they lhall fo have fuch Money, Cattle, Goods, or other 
Effedls, in his, her, or their Pofleffion or Cuftody, as if the faid 
Money, Cattle, Goods, or other Effedls, had been ftolen in that 
Part of the United Kingdom. 

And be it further Enadled, That if any Perfon or Perfons in 
any Part of the United Kingdom lhall hereafter receive or have 
any Money, Cattle, Goods, or other Effedls, ftolen or otherwife .

every fuch Perfon or Perfons lhall be liable to be indi&ed, tried,
